2001 Didsbury 
celebration will be 
among biggest ever 

Organizers say wide-range oi 
activities will give everybody 
somelhing to do or see.

The 2001 Didsbury Rodeo and Ag. Fair will host a wide-vari¬ 
ety of entertainment and activities for people all of ages, say this 
year’s organizers. 

“I remember when I was a kid everyone kinda thought that 
there was never anything to do. This is something that the whole 
family can come out and enjoy,” says Events Coordinator Connie 
Conley. “Events like this keep the community together. It’s the 
place to be for the weekend.” 

The main event, which serves as the centre piece for every 
year’s celebrations, is the rodeo. The event will kick the weekend 
off as the first rodeo program starts Friday at 6 p.m. The compe¬ 
tition is a Foothills Cowboy Association sanctioned event and 
includes eight different events including crowd favourites like 
bull riding and bare back. 

Conley says the rodeo has traditionally been an event where 
locals have tried their luck at the different events and believes 
this year will be no exception. 

Saturday morning will feature the 2001 Ag. Fair Parade. En¬ 
trants will be judged at 10:15 a.m. on the South end of 20th Street 
in front of the HiHo gas station. 

The parade will start from that location run North to 20th 
Ave. and east on 20th Ave. to the hospital dispersing in the park¬ 
ing lot at that location. 

There will be two pancake breakfasts at the event. The Elks 
will put on the Saturday breakfast and K&W will put on the 
breakfast on Sunday. The Sunday breakfast is held in conjunc¬ 
tion with a Cowboy Gospel Music Service. 

Special considerations have been made for the younger fair 
goers and a slide, obstacle course and Moonwalker have been set 
up for them. 

Another special family-oriented function that has been organ¬ 
ized for the Fair is a Street Dance which will be held Friday. 
Didsbury used to hold monthly Street Dances over 25 years ago 
and Conley said the inclusion of this event in this year’s program 
is an attempt to revive some of the community spirit the event 
brought. 

“It is geared towards kids but family participation is just fine,” 
said Conley.

Much ado about nothing 

The AIIF World Track and Field 
Championships have been over¬ 
shadowed by a British Journalist 
that referred to Edmonton as 
Deadmonton. And all of Canada is 
up in arms over the article that 
was sent back to London and ap¬ 
peared in the London Telegraph. 

Why do we care so much about 
the opinion of one man. Why are 
columnists across the country lin¬ 
ing up to take their own pot-shots 
at Britain's reputation in sports, 
just because one man voiced his 
opinion about the World Championships in Edmonton? If any¬ 
thing the man had some points, although Edmonton and the 
rest of Alberta are anything but located in a barren corner of 
Canada. The World Track and Field Championships in Edmon¬ 
ton have not been the most-successful of its kind. Despite con¬ 
stant promotion for the past couple years and references dur¬ 
ing radio spots to the Games being like Calgary having the 
Olympics, Edmonton has failed to put people in the seats and 
the Stadium has seen more fans during CFL football games 
against Calgary. So in a sense - especially where track and field 
is concerned - the reference to Deadmonton is not too far off. 

Robert Phillip had his first piece published in the Calgary 
Herald and had a second ranting run in the Aug. 9 edition. In 
his second piece he wonders what all of the fuss is about. He 
wonders why he is the focus now of the Games and that the 
events have become secondary. While being put on the front 
page of the Edmonton Sun a small caption reading “huge upset 
in 100 metres.” The Games are the event and the Phillip’s 
article is the sideshow. Somehow the Canadian press has flip- 
flopped the two issues. 

Hosting the Games was a chance to give some of our under¬ 
funded, underachieving track-and-field teams a chance to per¬ 
form in front of a home crowd, to build the sport in Canada 
and perhaps use the experience as a stepping stone to bigger 
and better things. Alas the chance is gone and the Games are 
but a memory. And in 10 years we will look back and remember 
that we were able to point out there are soccer riots in Britain.

Referendums improve democracy 


Canada and Alberta have a rich heritage of 
giving voters a direct say on issues, through 
more than 60 provincial and federal referendums 
since 1878. A private member's Bill, The Citi¬ 
zens ' Initiative Act now before the Legislature, 
would give Albertans the right to propose legis¬ 
lation on an issue of their choice, and have it 
voted on in a province-wide referendum. Citi¬ 
zens' initiative has proven to be a friend of tax¬ 
payers in Switzerland and in many U.S. states. 
But as Alberta's MLAs get closer to voting on 
this Bill, expect to hear these objections: 

"Referendums are a poor substitute for repre¬ 
sentative democracy." Referendums are not a 
substitute for representative democracy. Refer¬ 
endums enhance representative democracy by 
enabling voters to have a real and direct say on 
key issues of concern. The Citizens' Initiative 
Act will merely make it possible - though not 
easy - for Albertans to initiate a referendum on 
an important issue. That is a far cry from hold¬ 
ing a referendum on every issue. Signature 
thresholds in the Citizens' Initiative Act are very 
high, making it impossible to push trivial mat¬ 
ters forward. 

"Referendums stop government from doing its 
job." If the Citizens' Initiative Act becomes law, 
MLAs will continue voting on Bill, as always, 
and cabinet ministers will continue to run the 
departments of health, education, infrastructure, 
social services, and the like. Albertans would 
not be responsible for the day-to-day running of 
a province, or putting together the province's 
annual budget. 

"Referendums oversimplify issues." Elections 
- not referendums - oversimplify issues by limit¬ 
ing the voter to placing one "x" beside one candi¬ 
date, in the face of a myriad of issues, parties, 
personalities, and policies. By voting for that 
one candidate, the voter cannot express any disa¬ 
greement with particular policies of that candi¬ 


date or her/his party. In contrast, referendums 
enable real and meaningful debate on specific 
issues. 

"Referendums will erode the social fabric." Ref¬ 
erendums give more control to taxpayers, and 
put a small dent in the politicians' absolute mo¬ 
nopoly on power. Giving taxpayers a greater and 
more direct say in how their province is run 
strengthens the social fabric. Referendums also 
strengthen the social fabric by getting citizens 
to communicate with each other, rather than 
just lobbying the politicians and listening to 
media. 

"Referendums can be bought by special inter¬ 
est groups." In Canada's 1992 referendum on the 
Charlottetown Accord, the "yes" side spent more 
than thirteen times as much as the "no" side, 
and lost. A ridiculous proposal (e.g. a law re¬ 
quiring all cars to be painted yellow) will fail no 
matter how much money is spent promoting it. 
Organized pressure groups already influence 
politicians at all three levels of government - 
usually behind closed doors. Referendums force 
lobby groups out into the open to explain and 
justify their agendas to all citizens. 

"Voters will be confused by emotional oratory." 
How can voters be smart when electing their 
MLAs and at the same time be unwise when 
voting on a specific issue in a referendum? If 
citizens are able to vote for a candidate without 
being manipulated by emotional oratory, why 
would they be confused in a referendum? Tax¬ 
payers are quite capable of deciding major is¬ 
sues of principle, whereas MLAs sometimes suf¬ 
fer from "Dome Disease." Most of these objec¬ 
tions are based on a profound mistrust of de¬ 
mocracy. Hopefully, when MLAs vote on the Citi¬ 
zen s Initiative Act they will have faith in the 
intelligence of those who elected them and sup¬ 
port this legislation.

The big news media hubbub 
about Prime Minister 
Chretien's unofficial invitation 
for Alberta’s Premier Klein to

After the 1993 elec¬ 
tion, in which voters expressed 
their displeasure by nearly 
wiping out the Conservatives, 


the Liberal government did 
nothing about removing the 
GST and brazenly went ahead 
and ratified the NAFTA. Nei¬ 
ther the Conservatives nor the 
Liberals are showing any in¬ 


clination to close the tax avoid¬ 
ance loopholes which enable the 
super-rich to get away without 
paying their fair share of taxes.

Corporations should pay their 
fair share of taxes 


Dear Editor: 

A couple of weeks ago I wrote 
a letter suggesting that ordi¬ 
nary Canadians would pay a lot 
fewer taxes if the big corpora¬ 
tions paid their fair share of the 
tax burden. Since then I have 
found some actual numbers to 
back up my assertion. They 
come from two Revenue Canada 
reports obtained by the Cana¬ 
dian Press using the Access to 
Information Act. 

Between 1995 and 1998 al¬ 
most two-thirds of all business 
firms in Canada with annual 


revenues of less than $ 15 mil¬ 
lion (about 700,000 of them) 
paid no federal income tax. And 
neither did about 40 big corpo¬ 
rations with annual revenues 
of more than $250 million. 
Also 2664 subsidiaries of those 
corporations paid nothing. 

Banks and other financial 
institutions did well, too. Be¬ 
tween 1996 and 1998 the total 
amount they paid in federal 
taxes dropped by $1.6 billion or 
4491. They were able to avoid 
taxes by deliberately setting up 
such a bewildering smoke 


screen of accounts, transac¬ 
tions and takeovers so that 
nobody could tell who owed 
what to whom. 

When the facts became 
known, the Business Council 
on National Issues explained 
that so many businesses were 
able to avoid paying their 
share because, “Canada’s tax 
laws offer plenty of legitimate 
opportunities to reduce the 
amounts payable.” No kid¬ 
ding!

And with no 
current Parliamentarian on 
either side of the House of 
Commons championing these 
opinions of those into whose 
hands we entrust our well be¬ 
ing.

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Didsbury youth wins $600 in essay competition

Writing has always come 
easy to 15-year-old Sarah 
Kemmere. 

And it has always been a 
subject that she has excelled in. 

So when a friend ap¬ 
proached her about an essay 
contest put on by the Alberta 
Moose Association, Kemmere 
was happy to oblige and took 
the time to put her thoughts 
about the subject offered up by 
the Association - Drug Aware¬ 
ness - on paper. 

"A friend approached me at 
school and told me about the 
essay contest and said that I 
should enter it. And I thought 
'what the heck?'." 

The decision to enter proved 
to be the right one as Kemmere 
finished first among the 160 
entrants. 

"They wanted essays on any¬ 


thing related to drugs and al¬ 
cohol. I wrote mine on addic¬ 
tions. 

"It talks about how different 
people are affected like friends 
and family and the emotional 
issues associated with drugs." 

The contest was put on by 
the Calgary-based Alberta 
Moose Association in hopes 
raising awareness about drugs 
and Alcohol among Alberta's 
youth. 

"It is our hope that by doing 
the necessary research, you 
learned why illegal drugs and 
alcohol abuse is so dangerous," 
stated a letter mailed back to 
Kemmere that proclaimed her 
the winner. "We further hope 
you will share your knowledge 
with others to help make your 
community, Alberta, Canada 
and indeed people everywhere 
make the right decision.” 


Kemmere said she would 
take the $600 prize money and 
put it in her bank account 
which she is trying to grow 
into a fund for post-secondary 
education down the road. She 
has aspirations of becoming a 
journalist either in print or 
broadcast mediums. And that 
shouldn't be too surprising to 
anyone who knows her. At age 
10, Kemmere started writing a 
journal and has been writing 
poetry since Grade 7. A poem 
she created entitled "Ice" has 
been published in an anthology. 

"I like to write because it 
doesn’t involve numbers," said 
Kemmere. "And it is a way to 
express thoughts and feelings." 

Besides writing the student, 
who is going into Grade 10 this 
year, has many other interests. 
She is active in acting, show¬ 
ing cattle and playing sports.

The 
word husband comes from the Norwegian huns bond 
which means "a peasant with a house.” All Norwegians 
believe that a bride is entitled to a home of her own. 
After they were pronounced husband and wife Harry 
smashed a napkin wrapped glass under his foot. This 
symbolizes the destruction of the Jewish Temple and re¬ 
minds us that even during times of joy there is great 
sorrow in the world and much work remains to heal it. 

Violinist Jim Adamchick played a combination of much 
loved selections for the preamble and entrance of the 
bridal party and while our son John sang, Sunrise Sun¬ 
set.

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QUESTION: Our 15-year-old daughter is getting some 
rough treatment at the hands of her peers these days. 
She wasn’t invited to a party given by a girl who had 
been her best friend, and she cried herself to sleep that 
night. It’s just tearing me up to see her hurt like this. 
Will this experience leave lifelong scars on her mind? 

I)R. DORSON: It’s all a matter of degree. Most teen¬ 
agers experience a measure of rejection like your daugh¬ 
ter is experiencing. They typically roll with the punches 
and eventually get beyond the discomfort. Others, how¬ 
ever, are wounded for life by the rejection of those ado¬ 
lescent experiences. 

I suggest you give your daughter plenty of emotional 
support, keep her talking, and do what you can to help 
her cope. I think she’ll get her legs under her when the 
pressure of these years have passed. Let me address the 
larger issue here. 

When we see our children struggling with the teen ex¬ 
perience or other frustrations, it’s natural to wish we 
could sweep aside the problems and obstacles. Sometimes 
we have to be reminded that the human personality grows 
through adversity. “No pain, no gain,” as they say. Those 
who have conquered their problems are more secure than 
those who have never faced them. I learned the value of 
hard times from my own experience. 

During my seventh and eighth grades, I lived through 
the most painful years of my life. I found myself in a so¬ 
cial crossfire that gave rise to intense feelings of inferi¬ 
ority and doubt. And yet those two years have contrib¬ 
uted more positive qualities to my adult personality than 
any other span of my life. What I learned through that 
experience is still useful to me today. Though it may be 
hard to accept now, your child needs the minor setbacks 
and disappointments that come her way. How can she 
learn to cope with problems and frustrations if her early 
experiences are totally without trial? Nature tells us this 
is true. 

A tree that is planted in a rain forest is never forced to 
extend its roots downward in search of water. Conse¬ 
quently, it remains poorly anchored and can be toppled 
by even a moderate wind. By contrast, a mesquite tree 
that’s planted in a dry desert is threatened by its hostile 
environment. It can survive only by sending its roots 
down 30 feet or more into the earth, seeking cool water. 
But through this adaptation to an arid land, the well- 
rooted tree becomes strong and steady against all assail¬ 
ants. 

Our children are like the two trees in some ways. Those 
who have learned to conquer their problems are better 
anchored than those who have never faced them. Our 
task as parents, then, is not to eliminate every challenge 
for our children, but to serve as a confident ally on their 
behalf, encouraging them when they are distressed, in¬ 
tervening when the threats are overwhelming, and 
above all, giving them the tools they need to overcome 
the obstacles.

"Mary" was born on a farm 
in the Didsbury district in the 
early 1900's. She came from 
strong and hard working stock, 
her parents having come from 
the "Old Country". Her father 
worked long hours for little re¬ 
ward, and her mother taught 
her all she should know to be a 
good farm wife and mother. She 
knew the meaning of hard, back¬ 
breaking work. 

There were very few oppor¬ 
tunities to "Go into Town". Usu¬ 
ally it was to go to the County 
Fair, when they had pickles and 
jam and maybe a pie to spare to 
enter the contests at the fair. 

It was expected that "Mary" 
would one day marry her child¬ 
hood sweetheart "Andy" who 
was of course the son of a 
farmer. They went to the same 
one-room school house together. 

They would have been given 
a quarter of land and a log house 
which they all built together. 
"Mary" would have kept her 
milk cow, which she had raised 
herself from a calf, and maybe a 
few chickens to get them started. 

Washing and ironing in those 
days was a daunting two day job. 
Firstly the water had to be car¬ 
ried in from the well, unless 
they were lucky enough to have 
a pump in the kitchen. The wa¬ 
ter was then heated in a boiler 
on the wood kitchen stove. 
Clothes were scrubbed on a 
wash board with lye soap, which 
"Mary" and her mother would 
have made together from the 
rendered lard which they ob¬ 
tained from a butchered pig. She 
would have put a little blueing 
in the rinse water to whiten the 
clothes. 

The clothes would then be 
hung out on the line to dry, win¬ 
ter and summer. Ever try to 
bring in frozen long johns off a 
winter clothes line. Believe me, 
if not, you haven't lived yet. Eve¬ 
rything had to be ironed. Wash 
and wear hadn't been invented 
She would have used an old "sad" 
iron heated on the back of the 
stove. 

Yet, you know, women like 
"Mary" were quite happy, and 
sang as they went about their 
work, and thanked the Lord on 


Sundays at Church for all their 
blessings. Most people now, in 
these days of wash and wear, 
washers and dryers and electric 
steam irons have no idea how 
hard these pioneer women 


worked to do their household 
chores. Come to the Museum 
where you can see the tools that 
"Mary" and "Andy" used to make 
a living off the unforgiving Prai¬ 
rie land of the 1900’s.

QUESTION: What is your opinion of Nintendo and 
other kinds of video games? They’ve been claiming a big 
portion of our son’s time over the past few months, and 
I’m getting uneasy about it. 

DR. DOBSON: Depending on the particular games in 
question, you may have a valid cause for concern. Dr. 
Vince Hammond, head of the National Coalition on Tel¬ 
evision Violence, has described the potentially harmful 
nature of video games, especially those with violent 
themes. Some observers have come to the conclusion that 
these games can become obsessive and encourage aggres¬ 
sive behavior. 

There’s even evidence to suggest that children between 
the ages of 8 and 10 are 80 percent more likely to fight 
with one another after playing with them. I’d advise you 
to put clear limits on the amount of time your son will be 
allowed to spend with video games or the Internet so that 
he won’t become obsessed with them. Insist that he avoid 
the violent ones altogether. With realistic guidelines I 
think it’s possible to keep this kind of activity under con¬ 
trol rather than letting it control vour son and your fam¬ 
ily.

Some¬ 
times it’s pretty hard to hang on, but if you know your horse, 
you’re usually okay.”

There is, perhaps, no time better to have a trusted, knowl¬ 
edgeable expert on your side then in the seconds leading up to 
your riding event at a Rodeo. 

'Phis weekend, Vair Whitlow will be exactly that individual. 

For about five years now. Whitlow has used his expertise and 
experience to assign horses to Rodeo Competitors and ensure 
their ride goes as smoothly as possible. “1 organize the workers 
and let the cowboys know which horse is which so when they 
are ready to go there is no confusion,” says Whitlow, “...then we 
open the gates and let them do their thing.” 

Considering the responsibilities held by a Chute Boss and his 
team of about 12 other workers, one might assume they would 
have to be paid professionals; but Whitlow says all are recruited 
volunteers. “We have a great bunch of guys that have offered to 
work for us at the Rodeo again this year. Most of them are Ag 
Society members, but there are always a few extras that come 
on board and volunteer to join in at the last minute...we really wouldn’t be able to pull it off 
without them.” 

Of course there is always at least one section of the Rodeo each year that allows Whitlow an 
opportunity to sit back and enjoy some of the show themselves. This year’s intermission, for 
example, offers the audience two professional trick riding demonstrations - one from Nicki 
Camart (Strathmore/Carsland area) and one from Shelby Cummings (Water Valley area). “We 
also have the local Light Horse Rodeo club putting on the Grand Entree for us again this year,” 
adds Whitlow, “...it should make for quite an entertaining show.” 

Anyone interested in attending the Rodeo at the Fair this year is encouraged to take in both 
Friday’s and Saturday’s performances. Friday action starts at 6:30 pm with slack beginning 
Saturday at 8:00 am. Regular Rodeo performance begins at 1:00 pm thereafter.

Joe Murphy has never been 
so close to realizing his boy¬ 
hood dream. 

Like most Canadian boys, 
Murphy had dreams of one 
day playing in the National 
Hockey League. 

And after minor, junior, uni¬ 
versity and minor-pro hockey, 
Murphy is knocking on the 
door of the NHL. 

Two weeks ago the Ottawa 
Senators made an offer to 
Murphy's agent. Ottawa 
wasn't one of the teams listed 
as possible matches but when 
presented with the offer 
Murphy jumped at the oppor¬ 
tunity and signed a contract 
with the Senators organiza¬ 
tion. 

"It's a two-year two-way 
deal," explains Murphy. They 
give you a set salary if you 
make the hockey club and if 
they send you down to the 
farm team you get another 
salary." 

Murphy said the situation 
is good for both parties. If the 
NHL team decides now is not 
the time for Murphy in the 
NHL then they don't have to 
pay him a professional con¬ 
tract. For Murphy, who is a 
free agent this year, it guar¬ 
antees him at least two-years 
within the system. 

Murphy's agent was target¬ 
ing quite a few teams and Ot¬ 
tawa wasn't one of them. 
Among interested parties were 
Columbus, Boston and Buf¬ 
falo. When Ottawa made their 
pitch, Murphy's agent went 
back to the other teams and 
asked if they could match the 
deal and they opted not to. So 
while the deal with Ottawa 
was not expected, Murphy is 
excited about the outcome of 
the situation. 

"I am excited about Ottawa. 
They are a good Canadian 
team and I am excited about 
the chance to be playing 
hockey there." 

Some dreams take an entire 
lifetime to realize. For Murphy 
the camp has been a goal he 
has been trying to obtain. And 
with just a month before 
training camp. Murphy is do¬ 
ing the best that he can to be 
ready for it. The 26-year-old 
has spent the summer in the 
weight room and is currently 
in New York where he will 
spend the dying weeks before 
camp on the ice. 

But the preparation for 
Murphy has been more than 
the physical kind. As training 
camp gets closer, Murphy is 
finding himself more on edge. 
But he is remaining optimis¬ 
tic and confident in his abili¬ 
ties. 


"Mentally you have to be¬ 
lieve in yourself. You have to 
believe you can do it. If you 
don't think you are good 
enough, you won’t be." 

Training camps are nothing 
new for Murphy - his hockey 
resume is impressive and 
every new level involved mak¬ 
ing a hockey team. 

Murphy played hockey in 
Didsbury until he was 15- 
years-old and then travelled 
outside of town for the chance 
to play "AA" in Airdrie. He 
played Midget AAA for the 
Foothills Bisons and then got 
the call from the Olds Grizzlys 
where he played three years 
of Junior A and won a na¬ 
tional championship. 

After highschool Murphy 
received a scholarship from 
the University of Denver and 
played a half-season with an 
independent team - the 
Roanoke Express in Virginia. 

Murphy was having a suc¬ 
cessful season there and was 
called up to play with the 
Rochester Americans in the 
American Hockey League. In 
his first year in Rochester he 
participated in the Calder Cup 
finals. Last year the team fin¬ 
ished second overall in the 
regular season but were up¬ 
set in the first round of the 


play-offs. 

Individually the time spent 
in Rochester was a battle for 
Murphy. The first season was 
a battle for icetime and point 
totals were reflective of that. 
In the second year the hard 
work led to regular shifts and 
the team relied on his defen¬ 
sive prowess when the game 
was at stake in the dying min¬ 
utes. The extra ice time 
turned into 20 goals and 37 
points throughout the 74 
game schedule. 

Murphy describes his style 
of play as being defensively 
minded and knows that is the 
reason for the contract and 


the trip to the Senator's main 
camp. He said he doesn’t plan 
on doing anything different 
at the tryouts and knows he 
will be up against players that 
play a similar style. 

"I like to play the body and 
I like to play physical. My phi¬ 
losophy is along the lines that 
I am going in and I am going 
to play the game that I know 
how to play.” 

Hockey has provided 
Murphy with some amazing 
opportunities. He has played 
junior, had his University 
education paid for and has 
been paid to play the game he 
loves. 


But despite where he has 
gone and where he will go, he 
will always hold a place for 
Didsbury in his heart. 

"I always said that if I got 
a platform to talk to all of 
Didsbury at once that I would 
take the chance to thank all 
of the people who supported 
me.
